Appointed Professor of Civil Law 
at McGill in 1934, Professor Scott 
has had a distinguished career of 
scholarship and public service. He 
is a member of the National Coun- 
cil of the Canadian Institute of In- 
ternational Affairs, the Canadian 
Political Science Association, the 
Canadian Historical Association, 
and since 1947 he has been a Fellow 
of The Royal Society of Canada. 
Professor Scott served as a mem- 
ber of the Arbitration Tribunal in 
the dispute between the Dominion 
of Canada and the Province of Sas^ 
kntchewan in 1945. 

Prof. Scott has been National 
Chairman of the C.C.F. Party since 
1942 and is the author of "Social 
Reconstruction and the B.N.A. 
Act." "Canada Today: A Study of 
her National Interests and Her 
National Policy," "Canada After the 
War" and in collaboration with 
David Lewis, he is the author of 
"Make This Your Canada." 

Despite a heavy program of writ- 
ing and teaching, F. R. Scott is one 
of Canada's foremost poets and has 
been a frequent contributor to 
poetry magazines. His best known 
work, "Overture," was published in 
1945.

(By Canadian University Press.) 

The Age of Electronics has hit 
the campus of the University of 
British Columbia. 

It appears that Dean Clement of 
the Faculty of Arts has Introduced 
a mechanical lecturer to that 
faculty. The Innovation consists of 
a wire recorder, which faithfully 
transcribes the Dean's lectures on 
Marketing, and just as faithfully 
broadcasts them to an overflow 
class held later in the day.

The Student Veterans' Society is unique on 
the campus in that it it? the one orgnnitation 
which looks forward to its own eventual ter- 
mination not with alarm, but with the hope that 
never again will the necessity for such an organ- 
ization exist. 

There was, and is, definite need for the So- 
ciety. In spite of the temptation that must have 
existed to organize Vet's Do's, to follow an "Eat, 
drink and he merry'' policy, succeeding execu- 
tives have worked steadily for improved grants 
and better conditions for veterans. 

Executives have varied in their approach to 
the problem (if the best methods of raising these 
standards, but all have brcn sincere in their at- 
tempts to do their best for the veterans. Last 
year's executive played an important part in the 
preparation of the brief sent to Ottawa by the 
National Conference. They were instrumental in 
separating the smaller details from what they 
felt was the most important issue, the increase 
in grants, so that this could be given without 
squabbles about many petty details. 

Some may feel, however, that these efforts 
were not enough, or that while they were well- 
intentioned, they did not follow the right path. 
If so. then tonight's meeting gives them their 
opportunity to express their dissatisfaction. Up 
to this time there has been no response to the 
call for nominations for the posts on the Vet- 
eran's Society executive, with the exception of 



the renomination for office of some of last year's 
members. Tonight the chairman will call for 
nominations from the floor. If you feel that 
someone else could do a better job than our pre- 
sent leaders, tonight is the time to act. 

Even though you may be satisfied with our 
present officers, the meeting should still be given 
high priority, for in addition to the election of 
new officers two other important pieces of busi- 
ness will be brought before the members. 

In order to reduce the difficulty in obtaining 
sufficient members in attendance to hold a busi- 
ness meeting, it. is proposed that the quorum be 
reduced. With the decreasing number of veterans 
in attendance at Mcill, this may soon be a ne- 
cessity. 

In addition, the delegates to this year's 
National Conference will be selected. Last year 
the delegates were handicapped by the fact that 
they had only the results of a campus poll to 
guide them in their conduct at the conference. 
This year, if the delegates are elected at this 
meeting, it is hoped to have a further meeting at 
which full, clear instructions can be issued to the 
delegates, with the full backing of the member 
ship of the Society. 

The Student Veterans Society lias an envi 
able record, for work on the campus. Whether 
student veterans feel that its job is done, or that 
it can still help them in their college life will be 
shown by the attendance at the election meeting 
tonight. C. F. O'D.

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Meek Gives 
Fine Concert 

Good organ music well played 
lends to be rather exhausting and 
Kenneth Meek, in his recital Sun- 
day night chose a short program 
consisting of two selections by 
Bach and three of Hcaley Willian's, 
and lasting only about an hour. Al- 
though Willan obviously suffers in 
any comparison of the two ho is 
one of the few contemporary com 
posers who composes liturgical mu 
sic in the kappclmcister tradition, 
for his works arc generally pre 
scntcd by the choir of the small 
Toronto church where he is organist 
and choir director. 

Bach's Toccata and Fugue In C 
opened the program. I find it dif- 
ficult to criticize Meek on the 
grounds of technique for the cvid 
cnt devotion with which he plays 
and the utter lack of conceit in his 
interpretation makes much that 
could be said seem piddling. The 
fugue, an exceedingly difficult one 
with an extremely long statement, 
tended to become a tritflc blurred 
towards the end, but the voices 
were beautifully sustained. The 
toccata shocked most of the audi- 
ence out of their seats, and I think 
it should. 

I will be perfectly frank and ad- 
mit that I am unfamiliar with 
Bach's Pastorale Suite, which fol- 
lowed, but It was thoroughly en- 
joyable and played with great clar- 
ity. 

The Hcaley Willan group was 
very interesting, although not as 
good as his choral works which 
were sung by the choir of Erskine 
and American Church at the Cour- 
boin recital lost month. The intro- 
duction Passacaglla and Fugue in 
particular, show an adroit blending 
of the old and new, being written 
In the classical manner but with 
modern melodic and harmonic ef- 
fects. The chorale Prelude on "Puer 
nobis nascltur" was more In the 
classical vein, as was also a Chor- 
ale Prelude on "Andernach." 

It Is unfortunate for Mr. Meek 
and for Montrealcrs that he lives 
in Montreal. Were he to appear 
from New York wearing a more 
exotic name he would doubtless 
pack Notre Dame Church. 

Anything imported is apparently 
all right just because it comes from 
a distance. How many Montrealcrs 
arc even aware that Mr. Meek 
gives a concert the last Sunday 
Evening of each month? Perhaps 
the fact that there is no admission 
charge makes them distrustful. 
Montrealcrs would rather pay 
through the noso to hear Jose 
Droopo of St. Cuspldora'i Cathe- 
dral, Patagonia who will play a 
program painstakingly chosen from 
composers and compositions bless- 
edly unknown. So Jose hooks 
himself into his tall coat and roars 
through Flugelfutz's Massacre and 
Fugee in 2, for he knows very 
well that no Montrealer, with the 
possible exception of the music 
critic of the Police Gazette, will 
notice that he isn't bothering to use 
his feet. 

Mr. Meek is a musician who 
condescends neither to his audience 
cr to himself.

The McGill Literary Magazine. 
FORGE is soliciting manuscripts 
for the 1948-40 edition. The maga- 
zine has already formed part of 
the literary tradition of the uni- 
versity. The first Issue was printed 
In 1038, and since then It has ap- 
peared once annually without in- 
terruption. This year, the editorial 
board of the magazine arc enthus- 
iastic in continuing the only crea- 
tive expression of the student body. 
Poems, articles, short stories, aisi 
art work are needed immediately. 

Many writers today in Canadian 
literary circles made their first ap- 
pearance in FORGE as undergrad- 
uates at the university. The various 
publishing houses in Canada have 
requested copies of this year's 
FORGE in order to view the pos 
sibillty of presenting the writer at 
the university to a much larger 
audience. 

The editorial board manages to 
set Itself a more ambitious standard 
with each succeeding issue. This 
is what Montreal critics wrote of 
FORGE 1946-47. 

"This year's Forge has present- 
ed the Campus with a variety 
and quality — not to mention 
quantity— of writing, that far 
surpasses anything done In previ- 
ous years. Of outstanding interest 
and Importance are the war stor- 
ies and poems. They are cold, 
hard, entirely factual accounts, 
written by returned servicemen, 
and are by far the best writing 
done at McGill in the past four 
years, It is a new trend in stud- 
ent writing, that started last year, 
and we hope, will continue and 
be given Its true Importance from 
now on." 

The FORGE 1047-48 aimed at 
still higher standards. Here arc a 
few extracts from wbll - known 
Montreal critics: 

"It is very satisfactory to bo 
able to note that the 1948 edition 
of FORGE, the literary magazine 
of McGill University, shows In 
every department a marked im- 
provement on last year's Issue. 
The special articles reveal a more 
logical approach, more lucid 
treatment, more convincing reas- 
oning, and a definite advance In 
literary style." 

The standard of writing of the 
1948-49 issue of Forge will depend 
on the quality of the material 
handed in by the students. The 
editorial board hopes that students 
will respond with manuscripts that 
will raise Forge's rising standard. 



The many Montrealers who went 
to His Majesty's to sec Miss 
Gwencth Lloyd's Winnipeg Ballet 
Company last week were very 
pleasantly surprised. 

There had been much advance 
publicity about this being an all 
Canadian group and thus It was 
difficult to prefix any standards by 
which to examine and judge their 
work. Were they a professional 
ballet company, or was the whole 
effort to he merely a large scale 
recital by a Winnipeg dancing 
academy? 

Within the first hour the Win- 
nipeg Ballet had well proven them- 
selves. When the curtain fell on 
"Concerto," Miss Lloyd's dramatic 
Interpretation of Rachmaninoff's 
Second Piano Concerto, we had 
seen what was to be the best of the 
six productions they performed, 
Here was excellent and simple 
choreography; Miss Lloyd has a 
fine feeling for pace and climax, 
and some of her groupings arc 
superb. The corps-de-ballet were 
well disciplined and had a sur 
prising polish. Miss Jean Macken 
zic. prima ballerina, did her best 
work here, darTcing with a lyrical 
grace superimposed on clear tech 
nical prowess. She hns a bcauti- 
fisllly proportioned body and made 
her every movement with authority 
and precision. The costumes and 
setting here were especially note- 
worthy, giving Miss Lloyd excel- 
lent opportunity to produce some 
thrilling contrasts. 

The opening work of the first 
evening, "Etude," was not all to- 
gether successful. The music of 
"Les Sylphides" always evokes the 
same atmosphere and anticipation 
of the Foklnc original, and Miss 
Lloyd's choreography was more In 
the style of a series of divertisse- 
ments without the complicated 
symmetry that makes the Foklnc 
work the great ballet that it Is. 

In the two pas de deux danced 
by Mr. David Adams, the Blue 
Bird with Miss Viola Busdoy and 
Swan Lake with Miss Mackenzie, 
there was evidence of fine tech- 
nique, although by no means a 
finished and perfect one. Mr. 
Adams has excellent elevation, but 
his turns arc not as exact and com- 
plete as they assuredly will be with 
continued training. It will be inter- 
esting to follow the career of this 
young Canadian, for judging by 
his two performances last week, he 
has a brilliant future before him. 

For the ballerina these "pas de 
deux" constitute two of the most 
exacting she will ever have to mas- 
ter. Both Miss Busday and Miss 
Mackenzie danced admirably, but 
these works demand greatness, and 
are not quite within their certain 
mastery -yet. Miss Mackenzie won 
acclaim for her control and preci- 
sion In Swan Lake, where better 
partnering might have shown her 
to greater advantage. 

Mr. Arnold Spohr seems to lack 
precision in his turns, but he is 
an excellent partner, his height 
adding immeasurably to the beauty 
of some of his lifts. In "Allegory" 
Mr. Spohr was a commanding and 
dramatic presence as Apollo.

A REVIEW. 
Szyraon Goldberg was the soloist 
at the Ladies' Morning Musical 
Club recital last Thursday. Mr. 
Goldberg has recorded extensively 
for English Parlophone Societies, 
and on the basis of these record- 
ings much was expected of him. 
Unfortunately, the performance 
was not as good as was hoped for. 

One missed the playing of Llll 
Krauss. his partner in these record- 
ings. It would seem that Miss 
Krauss' playins helped so much to 
mnke the recordings interesting, 
that when foced with the pedestrian 
labors of John Newmark. the pian- 
ist, the playing, as a whole, seem- 
d dull and uninteresting. 
Then, too; there seemed to be 
some disagreement between the 
performers as to the tempo at 
Which the works were to be play-1 
cd. It often happened that each 
went his merry way alone. 

Mr. Goldberg has a small, 
smooth, suave, silky tone— almost 
nasal— that was not robust enough 
for the Handel sonata that opened 
the programme. 

The Debussy sonata was played 
as never heard before— nor prob- 
ably ever again. This beautiful 
work suffered from excessive rub- 
atos and over romantlcizatlon. 

The Schubert work sounded very 
Inconsequential. The playing 
brought back memories of just how 
fine this composer's violin and 
piano music can be made to sound 
vhen in the hands of such fine 
rtists as for example Busch and 
Serkin. 

The playing of both performers 
'as interesting, but by no means 
s enjoyable or as inspiring as wasj 
hoped for.— J. K.

Surging to a perfect day, the 
mermen of McGill swept the laurels 
of thc Quebec City Championships 
on Saturday night. Entered in four 
events of the meet at the Palais 
Montcalm and competing against 
the foremost swimming powers of 
Quebec, Vic Curron's squad was 
not to be denied this night. They 
triumphed in every event which 
they contested, winning in impress- 
ive style. The team's prowess was 
surely attested to as the Dominion 
440 yord Backstroke mark was 
broken and the 160 yard Medley 
Relay record was equalled. The 
yard Freestyle, and the 440 yard 
Medley Relay, Freestyle Relay, 200 
Backstroke were the McGill victor- 
ies. 

Adln Mcrrow, already holder 
of a new National 150 yard back- 
stroke record, shattered the 440 
yard Dominion record for the 
stroke. He surged to victory so 
completely that It was a thrilling 
sight for the spectators; they 
witnessed him cross the finish 
line four full lengths or the pool 
ahead of his nearest rival, thus 
lowering the existing mark by a 
fantastic 32 seconds! Mcrrow 
could have halted at the 100 yard 
mark and set a Dominion record 
for this distance, as he traversed 
it In 1:05 (record 1:06.8) on the 
way to his long distance recard 
of -5:26.8. In Mr. Merrow coach 
Curran . may well lay claim to 
having Canada's finest swimmer. 
Greg Titus won the 200 yard free 
style, by the margin of half a pool. 
Never pressed for the win, Titus 
nevertheless did the first 100 yards 
in under a minute! His powerful 
stroke seemed quite efficient even 
at the close of his 2.14 effort. 

Thc Medley Relay team of Adin 
Mcrrow, backstroke, Bill Errlngton, 
breast stroke, and Jim Quale, free 
style, edged thc Montreal "Y", as 
they equalled the Dominion mark 
for thc 120 yard distance, in 1:08.3. 
It was Quole's excellent effort in 
the closing 40 yards which clinch- 
ed thc win. 

The Free style 160-yard Relay 
team took a lead at the gun which 
they never relinquished and gain- 
ed victory In 1:21.6, arriving at the 
finish a substantial five seconds 
ahead of their closest competitors. 
The quartet ot Rainbow, Galtcns. 
team manager Ashton. and Quale, 
showed the Free style strength of 
the squad, each doing about 20 sec- 
onds for his 40 yards. 

The meet was a competitive con- 
ditioner for the team which Is seek- 
ing its first intercollegiate title 
since 1936. Weeks of gruelling 
practice have gone into preparing 
the squad for its task of dethron- 
ing Varsity. 

The squad possessing all the at- 
tributes needed to attain the title, 
needs only student support. Conch 
Curran expressed the hope that 
more McGill students would turn 
out to sec these exciting swimming 
spectacles than ever before.

The classical definition of a de- 
mocratic government was given by 
Abraham Lincoln who called it a 
"Government of tho people, for 
the people, and by the people." Tho 
word "people" which occurs three 
times in the above quotation is 
the key to any critical discussion 
of the subject. 

Democracy is not an idealistic 
system justified by abstract philo- 
sophical or moral arguments. It is 
a system designed to serve th« 
interests of the common people. To 
achieve this purpose it must be 
a living thing, constantly undergo-

In 
addition it should extend the prin- 
ciple of government by the people 
to the economic sphere, by en- 
couraging their participation in the 
planning of production and the 
control of their working conditions.

A short time ago the student 
council at Dalhousic University or- 
dered the withdrawal of one issue 
of the student paper. It was said 
that a small number of articles 
might seriously prejudice the 
Council's position as the body re- 
sponsible for student government 
and discipline. For this reason the 
Council chose to suppress the en- 
tire issue. 

At the time that the paper was 
recalled, a number of copies had 
been picked up by students. All 
remaining papers had to be re- 
moved from the Dalhousic Gazette 
office because of a scries of raids 
on the part of students who want- 
ed to distribute the Issue. After a 
meeting of the Council that issue 
of the paper was destroyed. 



Some of the most vocal upholders 
of democracy are among the first 
group, those disagreeing with the 
extent of the above interpretation. 
But their alternative is a stagnant 
system, democratic in form but 
long since stripped of the capability 



Whatever progress our society has 
made during the past hundred 
years was achieved by means of a 
constant struggle against them. For 
they arc inherently undemocratic 
their interests being opposed to that 
of the majority. 

The second group mentioned 
above consists of men who believe 
that democracy is not a means to 
an end. but an end in itself. They 
would divorce democracy from its 
primary purpose, that of securing 
the welfare of the common people, 
limiting and identifying it instead 
with an abstract all-embracing in- 
sistence on the principle of free- 
dom of expression. While unre- 
stricted freedom is undoubtedly dc- 
sircablc, it has never been nor can 
it bc attained in a world rent apart 
by a struggle between two in- 
compatablc economic systems. It is 
not attainable in the capitalistic 
countries which depend for their 
continued existence on the suppres- 
sion and deception of the majority 
nor in the socialistic countries 
which, though serving the interests 
of the majority, arc threatened 
from within and without by their 
erstwhile rulers as well as by the 
remaining capitalistic nations. 

One must of necessity conclude 
that the democratic struggle today
